Report From Nation's Soft Coal Fields Show That Miners Have Gen- 


erally Obeyed Strike Order—Officials Say The Tie-Up Is Complete 
And Men Will Stick It Out—Govt. Practically On War Time Basis 
And Prepared For Any Eventuality While Public Sits Helpless, 


Early reports from the bituminous coal fields were that the union mi.ne.rs obeyed, 


the national strike call and that approximately 400,000 were idle today. 


"1 am surprised for! thot the strike wa,s crushed." was the ironic comment of 


John L. Lewis, acting president of flic United Mine Workers of America, in Indian-' 
upolis. 


Government officials in Washington moved swiftly to protect the public, but no ac- 


tion .had been taken this morning on the federal injunction secured at Indianapolis re- 
straining- the union officials from aiding the national stnke. 


Trouble is feared in West Virginia and nearly 1,000 soldiers have been .sent into 


the state.

Classification must be adopted or the Smith 


Limitation Act is imperiled, says former Gover- 
nor Judson Harmon in an open letter to J. W. 
Garrett, Secretary the Franklin County Farm- 
ers' Union. The letter is dated October 25,1919, 
and is herewith given in full. Governor Harmon 
says he has been "converted" to Classification 
"by the facts." The letter: 
"Dear Mr. Garrett: 


"Various causes have prevented an earlier reply t<\ 


your letter of the 10th instant, requesting an opinion 
jibout the pending constitutional amendment authoriz- 
ing classification of property for taxation." 


"Being now only a private citizen, I am always reluc- 


tant to volunteer my views on public questions/but since 
you ask for them, on behalf of your Farmers' Union, I 
think it becomes my duty to comply. 


"I was long doubtful about this change, but the experi- 


ence of other states with it and of our own without it 
has led me to favor trying it, as at least a possible relief 
in the present distressing tax situation. 


"Taxing property of all kinds, by a uniform rule, at its 


true value m money is admirable as a theory, but no way 
has ever been discovered to make it effective in practice. 
So land and other tangible property have borne the 
chief burden, while intangible property always has stood 
on the duplicate at a ridiculously low'figure. The more 
drastic the attempts to reach the latter become-the more 
promptly it goes to other states, whose laws are less 
severe or is the more ingeniously concealed. 


"Every adjoining state but Indiana now has classified 


taxation, and by means of it has certainly succeeded in 
very largely increasing the revenues from intangible 
property, with the result that land and tangible property 
actually bear a much less proportion than formerly of the 
public expense. 


"So to use 9 classic phrase, we hare to deal with a 


condition, not a theory, and the condition is very bad. 
The one per cent law, which has proved such a safe- 
guard to owners of farms atod homes, is imperiled «a- 


! 
less owners of invisible propeity help out the duplicate. 
And as attempts to force them have always failed, in- 


1 
ducement should be tried. 
Experience proves that they 
| 
are glad to forsake the ranks of shirkers wKen a low 


1 
tax rate is offered to them, and such a rate applied to 
the vast amount of such property realizes much more 
than the full rate applied to such of it as death or acci- 
dent discloses. 


"Wrong as this may be in principle, it is a fact, none the 


less, and a most stubborn one. And for rny part I favor 
giving the proposed change a trial. If it does not work 
satisfactorily it will be easy to discard it and go back to 
the old method. 


"I believe a state income tax would not be an effective 


substitute, because the way is short and easy for intan- 
gibly property to take refuge in other states". The P'ed- 
eral income tax does not have this drawback."
